The custom which prevails 
among university students of wearing a 
cap is said to have had its origin in a 
vish to signify that the wearers had ac- 
quired full liberty and were no longer 
lubjeot to the rod of their superior*--

The statute also provides 
that the State shall make good any 
funds lost or misapplied, and gives the 
Secretary of the Interior power to 
withhold the certificate 
from any 


college that does not carry out tho 
spirit and letter of the Act. 


The new Mechanical building to re- 


place the one destroyed by fire in No- 
vember, 1895, is required by the Uni- 
versity, if for no other reason, to keep 
faith with the Federal Government. 
Even at this time the State can well 
afford the appropriation of $10,000 to 
erect the Mechanical building. 


All the science courses in the Uni- 


versity—mining, engineering, mechani- 
cal, industrial— require tbistbrea yonrs 
training in wood and iron work, in 
machine construction aud draughting. 


Times have changed. There urn no 


shops open ta the industrial training 
of the boys of Nevada. They can get 
the training only in the University 
workshops, which will enable them to 
make a place for themselves in soma of 
the great industrial pursuits. 


The constitution of the State makes 


it obligatory upon the University to 
maintain an et&sient department of 
mechanic arts. 
This cannot be con; 


plied with unless the 
Mechanical 


Building be provided at once. 


As to the appropriation of $2,000 to 


equip and complete the gymnasium 
there is cert-iinly no call for argument. 
.Friends of the University have put np 
this excellent builiiug at a cost of 
$6,600, but this $2 000 is needed to com- 
plete the buil Hcg, to equip it well, aud 
thus make the gymnasium highly use- 
ful to the University.
